land stealing laws, la that aoy sufficient 
reason, as Congressman Boeder of Kan¬ 
sas said to a speech the other day, why 
they should be repealed? Is thst s 
reason worthy of ststesmen wby tbe 
best of the remaining public 
lands whlob can later be Irrigated and 
made to support families upon twenty 
and forty acre tracts—should be prac¬ 
tically atoleo fr,m tbe government 
through a set of laws so looee and so 
open to evasion that millions of sere* 
are going through them every year 
without settlement and without home 
building—laws so miserably constructed 
and capable of abuse that since national 
Irrigation became a fixed policy the 
public land disposals bsve Increased an¬ 
nually by leaps snd bounds—Increased 
from 8,463,896.93 acres lo 1898 to 9 183,- 
413.16 in 1899, to 13.353.887 96 In 19C0, 
to 15,663,796.30 In 1901, to 19.488.635 30 
lo 1903, to 33,834,399 In 1903, and at tbe 
preeeot rate of Increase will be fully 
25,000,000 acres In 1904. 

The railroads are opeaiy lo favor of 
tbe repeal of these laws. They sre 
showing but oommon sense and business 
wisdom In urging such legislation sod 
doing everything they can to promote It, 
for they desire to see tbelr lines built 
up and tbelr fielgbt traffic Increased by 
the shipment of varied agi (cultural 
products, snd this can only be accom¬ 
plished by settlement and population 
and farming and growing agricultural 
diversification, rather than livestock 
raising for the next fifty year#. 

Imprisonment far Taxes 

Chapter 308, "An sot for the aeaeee- 
aot sad eoUaeUea of taxes, ” approved 

April 8, 1903, contains lo section 43 the 
followtog words: 

"Where any taxes shall not be paid oo 
or before the twentieth of Deeember 
following their assessment, . . It 

shall be the duty of the oolleetor In per¬ 
son or by deputy forth w I b to onforee 
the payment of all taxes by distress and 
sale of aoy of the goods and chattels of

goods and chattels of tbe delinquent 
eenuot be found, or not sufficient to 
make all tbe muoey required to pay 
taxes oo personal property and poll tax 
and dog tax. then It aball be tbe duty of 
tbe collector In person or by deputy to 
take tbe body of tbe delinquent, snd 
uulesa tbe tax Is at once paid with coat, 
to deliver tbe same to the sheriff or 
Jailer of tbe county, to be kept In close 
and safe custody uutll payment be made 
of tbe amount due oo said taxes with 
costa, but there aball be oo arrest or Im 
prlsoomeot for dafault In payment of 
taxes oo real estate; a copy of tbe entry 
of tbe tax assessed against tbe delln 
qusnt, certified by tbe collector to be i 
copy truly taken from bis duplicate, 
aball be a sufficient warrant for tbe die 
trees and sale or arrest and tmprtsoo 
meet authorized by this act; and tbe 
authority of aoy person to set as deputy 
shall be conferred by the collector lo
